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‘Above all classes of men in any country, 
- the re of Cariboo have shown least of 
that’ instinct which makes the tax payer ap 
grumbler. It isnot, however, be- 
Cause they are any less taxed; for there is 
_ Bot, throughout the civilived globe, any class 
of consumers that have been obliged to con~ | 
\ tribute so largely to the Government of the 
country. Their provisions no sooner enter 
New Westminster than they pay an import 
duty; no sooner ascend the Fraser than 
they are met by tonnage dues; no §sooner 
touch the roads, then another tax appeats in 
“the shape of tolls, and from this point until 
they are deposited in the atore at Williams 
Creek, road tolls and bridge tolle keep the 
packer’s hands in continuous moticn to his 
besieged pocket. It is not, therefore, as we 
have aid, because the miner ie any less 
taxed that be has remained silent; but 
rather because until the last year or two he bas 
had but a temporary interest in the country. 
The time has’ come, however, when he be- 
gins to perceive the necessity of exteoding 
hie range of thought beyond his claim. He 
bas now become s more permanent fixture 
in the colony. During the years of 1858, 
4859; -4860,--and-1861;- mining —was—at—the- 
best: but-a fitful occupation, and the miner a 
kind of nomad, rambling over the country. 
- Since then, however, more stability bas been 
given to the vocation; aad large sums have 
been invested in enterprives, from which a 
profitable result could not reasonably be 
anticipated: for some years. When men 
begin to expend thousauds of dolars in this 
manner—when they risk their capital in de~ 
veloping & country’s resources, from that 
‘Moment their inturest in the Government 
commences to increase, and fiscal operations 
become to them matters of profound concern, 
Is is not surprising, therefore, that the miners 
of Oariboo should take the present oppor- 
tunity, when increased duties are being im~ 
posed upon them, to protest against the 
heavy load of taxes they are obliged 

The meeting on Saturday, although held in 
Victoria, for the very valid reason that a 
better opportunity presented itself here than 
even on the mines themselves of getting to- 
gether a large body of Cariboo miners and 
traders, was essentially a Cariboo meeting 
from beginning to end. The speakers were 
mea largely interested in the mines of the 
neighboring colony, aod the persons who 
carried the resolutions by acclamation, were 
the bardy delivers of the auriferous soil. So 
fat as the action of the meeting was con- 
cerned it was almost painfally unanimous, 
and ocderly to fastidionsnese, The resolu- 
tions, however, although embodying the 
substance of the miner's complaint, were 
rather imperfectly drawn up, and presented a 
very unfavorble contrast to the speeches, 
which were, on the whole, excellent. We do 
not agree exactly with some of the ideas or 
reasoning expressed in the resolutions, 
but, on the great question of relieving the 
miner of burdens too onerous for ariy popula- 
tion to bear, we heartily concur with all that 
is said, and it would be well for the reputa- 
tion of Governor Seymour as a statesman, and 
well for the neighboriag colony generally, 
Were thie feature in the meeting of yester- 
day taken more carefully into consideration 
by those who at present make the laws for 
British Columbia. 

When we consider that it 1s to the gold of 
British Colambia, and to it alone, that Vic« 
toria owes ite present importance, and when 
we also consider that it is this talisman which 
bas called the various:towns on the Fraser, 
and aloog the miniag route gederally, into 
| being, we have said enoagh, we thiok, to 
show bow mach both colonies are interested 
in removing restrictions rather than placing 
Obstacles in the miner's way. We do not 
meas, of course, nor does any intelligent 
miner mean, that British Columbia should 
abolish her tariff aad reduce the revenue toa 
' Vanconver Island standard, bet rather tha: 
she should throw as’ many of her direct taxes 
as possible into customs, and thas by dimin- 
‘ ishing largely the number of officials reduce 

the demands upon the general revenue, At 
present it would seem the policy of the 
neighboring colony is to increase the taxation 
of men in proportion as they penotrate.the 
interior and undergo the hardships of a pio= 
neer’s life. If they pitch their tent at New 
Westminster, and make not the first effort to 
develop the country’s resouress, thoy pay but 
the import duties, which do not really 
- @monot to half the aggregate taxation of the 
colovy, If'they ascend the Fraser, however, 
they become to the government what the 
Christian “ barbarians” wre to the Chinese-in 
the Celestial Empire—objects of suspicion, 
aad in every forward movemont they are met 
by fresh restrictions, NoJapanese Tycoon, 
or Soo of the Moon, eduld take more effectual

y would, in Major Downie’s parlance, 
suddenly relapse into something like its 
* pristine grandeur, when the Siwashes were 
the sole lords and masters of the soil.” 

‘We have heard of several mining joint- 
stock companies which were in, the wey of 
formation; brought to « stand-still through the 


‘| recent action of the British Colambian Gov- 


eroment, These companies got frightened, 
not because there was anything very etart- 
ling about the increase to the tariff, but be- 
cause they see by it and the export duty on 
gold a disposition on the part of the Governe 
ment to increase rather than diminish the 
burdens ofthe miner. At present s compavy 
is formed to put a bed-rock flume on Keith- 
ley’s Creek. This operation will cost daring 
the first two years the sum of $200,000—a 
large enough outlay truly for any mining 
company in Oariboo—but this ‘s not the only 
financial;}demand: the Government steps in 
and claims in taxation the sum of $63,000. 
Here is a great undertaking, which 
will in the course of two years afford em- 
ployment to upwards of two thousand 
miners, jeopardized by the ill-considered 
taxation of the country. The Bed Rock 
Flume Company on Williams Creek is ano« 
ther illustration, This company betore it 
ean obtain any returns will have expended 
$150,000 and will have paid to the Govero- 
ment in taxation upwards of $50,000 more 
—because probably it ‘is, like the others, 
opening up the resources of the mining region 
and making the surrounding ground work- 
able for thousands of free miners. The legis~ 
tation-of the neighboring colony-is-indepd a 
stumbling-block to mining enterprise, and 
will, unless speedily amended, reduce the 
population to a number too insignificant 
to -necessitate- even the- employment of 
a Treasurer. If Governor Seymour wishes 
to make his mark, he will go to work man- 
fully and getjrid of at least one-half the 
officials that ut present hang like a millstone 
rouad the neck of the country. Simal- 
taneously he might abolish the toonage dues 
and all the public road tolls, An increase to 
the tariff, if then found necessary, will be no 
cause of Gissatisfaction ; for the miner will 
know that he is placed on something like an 
equal footing with other and less productive 
portions of the population, and that Lillooet 
and Douglas. Yale, and New Westminster, 
will then pay their proper share of the revenue 
of the country. 


THE MINERS’ MBEBETING, 


Torne Epiror oF rae Bareisx Coronrer, 
—Srir,—At the theeting held at the theatre 
on Saturday last, the new British Columbian 
tariff was denounced as “inopportune, unwise, 
impolitic, unjust and inequitable,” Waiving 
criticism on this display of epithets, I sim. 
ply affirm that tbey are undeserved, and beg 
to give my reasons. 

Upoo acareful survey of the tariff I Gnd 
the actual addition to the cost of the neces- 
saries of life is less than one cent per pound. 
Flour at its present high price would be in~ 
creased in cost jast half a cent. But when 
it fails to its usual price of $7 or $8 then the 
edditional duty will only be a fourth of a 
cent per pound more than the late daty. 

On bacon the increase is not more, on the 
average. 

On beans the iacrease is from avhalf to one 
eent. 

On butter the increase is not more, on the 
average. 

On sugar the inerease is not more, on the 
average. 

On tea the increase is from 0 to Se per 
pound, 

And so on, except on luxaries, on which 
the inerease in duty is in larger proportion. 

This is all. No man can make more of it. 
Now I ask the miner in all common fairness 
if the addition of from 44 gtof 1 cent per 
pound on the cost of the goods he consumes 
in Cariboo is of any consequence to. him 
compared with having a wagon road made 
to Williams Creek, which, as soon as finish- 
ed would reduee the cost of living there from 
34 to 4 what it is at present, Lf appeal to 
the plain common sense of the Cariboo 
miners; when flour is 40 cents, beans 50 
cents, sagar and bacon 75 cents, butter $1 25, 
of what consequence is it to you if you have 
to pay an extra one cent per pound? The 
whole of it would not increase the cost of 
living in Cariboo as much as2 per cent! Is 
it not then perfect consense to make sach a 
habbub as some men are making out of this 
matter. 

Ladmit the British Columbian Govern- 
ment would not be jostified ia making even 
this increase of duties without reasons. 
But, the reasons are the very best that oan 
be. It is most evident that this tariff has 
been framed with the best interests of the 
mioers held clearly in view. 

Roads cannot be constructed without 
money. Nove know better than the miners 
that if @ wagon road were finished all 
through to Williams Creek the cost of freight 
would bs reduced } or } of its present rates, 
and that flour instead of 40 would sell nt 
from 20 to 30 cents per pound: and that the 
difference in other things would be still 
greater. 

Nothing can develop the wealth of Cariboo 
until they have cheap provisions, The high 
price of food has driven thousands apon 
thousands out of Cariboo and prevents her 
being worked by 20,000 miners. 
only possible way to cheapen provisious is 
to complete the wagon road 60 that a man 
with @ wagon and ox-team can load up at 
Yale and drive thro 
onee. In a word the finished wagon road 
the one indispensable thing for Cariboo, and 
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of course for the merchants of the conntry.|
